Nashville, Chattannooga, ‘and all points in 
Tennessee “west of Chattanooga, Savannah 
is 216 milds nearer by rail than Norfolk.— 
Estimating the price of freight at two cents 
per ton per mile, which may be regarded as 
the minimum rate that any railroad will ac- 
cept for transportation, the roads leading 
to Savannah will be able at the same rate 
per mile to transport freight to Savannah 
for $4.32 less per ton than the roads leading 
to Norfolk can carry it to that point. The 
saving on cotton would be something more 
than Oné dollar per bale. At two cents per 
mile—which is the usual emigrant rate— 
each emigrant going to Chattanooga or be- 
yond would save $4.32 in transportation. 
But its location is not the only advantage 
which Savannah at present possesses over 
Norfolk.
